In Frolic we find the unusual com- 
bination of deft brown stippling on a solid 
gold ground reminding one of Cypripedium 
pubescens, the yellow Ladyslipper, or of cer- 
tain tropical orchids.

If you like 
plicatas and are looking for a new and dis- 
tinct effect in this line we think you will be 
pleasantly surprised by this one.

Actually the 
contrast is not that extreme, for the plicata 
markings are really bright maroon-rose— 
a 3%-inch border on the falls—and the wide 
falls have a touch of gold at the haft.

One of the 
most interesting of the new Irises—a unique 
wax-yellow, very closely branched so that it 
somewhat resembles a huge Gladiolus spike.

An iris very 
different from the average. A quality flower 
of dandelion yellow with striations at the 
haft of cream and a beard of dandelion 
yellow plus traces of lavender.

A providential juxtaposition of the 
genes from the varieties Mexico and To- 
bacco Road has produced an Iris both larger 
and more vivid than Good News yet with 
the softer tonal qualities of Cascade Splen- 
dor.
